The despatches published in the Cour- 
ier of yesterday announced that Commis- 
sioner Pendery, of Cincinnati, had deci- 
ded favorably to the freedom of Uosetta 
Armstead, slave of Rev. Mr. 1 )ennison, of 
this city. In the Columbian we have the 
annexed abstract of the decision, and the 
concluding scenes of the trial: 

"Mr. Pendery read the affidavit made 
by Mr. Dennison, and upon which the 
warrant was issued. This was in elTect 
that Rosetta, a dark mulatto, five feet 
high, and sixteen years of age, had esca- 
ped on or about the 8th of March. Mr. 
Pendery stated that it was not denied that 
prior to March 8th, that Rosetta was free, 
and then he proposed to examine in ma- 
king his decision, whether upon this af- 
fidavit she was a fugitive within the term 
of the fugitive slave act. 

1st. He held that the fourth section of 
the fugitive slave act clearly gave him 
jurisdiction. 

Id. He examined the relation of Dr. 
Miller, and how far the rights of the 
claimant were aiTected by Dr. M.'s agen- 
cy. Did Dr. M. transcend his authority? 
Was there any direction given as to the 
route to be taken? Clearly not. 

There is a presumption from the ev- 
idence, that the route of travel was left 
to the discretion of the agent, or other- 
wise the agent would be responsible for 
the loss, and the claiming would not be 
responsible lor the expense of transit 
through the Stale. 

:Ju. The next examined, was whether 
Rosetta was a fugitive, and it was held 
that 5 Sandford R. 081, and the decision 
of Judge Hitchcock and Lane of our own 
State, have, settled the right of transit of 
merchandize or property through free 
States is not recognized, that slavery is 
only established by local municipal law, 
that the slave has in a free State the same 
right to assert his freedom as the master 
has to claim him, and that the consent 
of the master to enter the State, sets a 
slave free. 

4th. That there was here no escape. — 
If so, was it going on board the boat, or 
on the trip here, or from the cars, or at 
Columbus. Even her preference for free- 
dom, was not a technical escape. 

In conclusion, Mr. Pendery decided 
that Rosetta was free. 

The audience applauded, but order was 
soon restored. The room was cleared, 
Rosetta was then taken into another 
room, until a carriage was obtained, 
when in charge of her friends and Mr. 
Van Sleight she was taken rapidly out of 
the city. This was not from any appre- 
hensions of an attempt to kidnap, but 
soiely to quiet the public excitement, and 
prevent broils. 

At the conclusion of the trial, Mr. Den- 
nison went up to Mr. Pendery and re- 
marked, "well, you have got me through 
after a fashion, but you have not done 
me justice. " This is considered improp- 
er, even by Mr. Dennison's friends, since 
Mr. Pendery has evidently labored 
throughout the case to act fairly and j ust-

OCT* An additional gleam of light has 
been cast over the fate of the Franklin 
Expedition, by an Esquimaux, named 
Mastitukwin, who accompanied Dr. Raes 
party, and who has been for many years 
a member of the Wesley an congregation 
at Rossville, in Hudson's Bay. Dr. Rae 
baa always considered this native highly 
efficient and trustworthy. On his return 
to Rossville, the Esquimaux stated that 
he wintered with his party in a snow 
house, where tney had six week's con- 
stant night. In March last (1851) they 
started on the ice, to the north, and were 
thirty-seven days on their northern jour- 
ney. They were 100 miles beyond the 
region inhabited by the Esquimaux; but 
they still tound the tracks of the musk 
ox. Sir John Franklin and his party are 
dead; but perhaps utie or two of the men 
may still be alive and among the Esqui- 
maux. Sir John's watch, all in pieces, 
and his silver spoons, knives and forks 
were found. The ship was a great god- 
send to these peeple ; and they now all 
have good sledges, spears, canoes, tStc, 
of oak wood. Dr. Rae and his party did 
not see any of the remains of Sir John 
and his party; but the Esquimaux inform- 
ed him that Sir John was found dead, 
with his blanket over him and his gun by 
his side. The probability is, that it is 
not more than two or three years since 
the party perished by hunger. Such are 
the words of Mastitukwin's narrative, as 
detailed to the Rev. T. Hurlbut, of Ross- 
ville Mission, Hudson's Bay. They are 
entitled to credence because the narrator 
is a native of the country, acquainted 
with the language, and could have had 
no object in making a false statement. — 
The various implements made of oak 
which were seen in the Esquimeux en- 
campment prove that they must have 
had excess to at least one of the ships 
of the missing Expedition.— London A- 
theneum.

The charge of the British Cavalry at 
Balaklava has been described as without 
precedent or parallel in military annals. 
It is curious that attention has been di- 
rected to a preview example of a simi- 
lar nature and consequences, occurring 
in the story of the famous field of Tala- 
vera. The facts were these, as narrated 
by Maxwell and \apier: 

A brigade led by Col. Anson, consist- 
ing of the 23d Light Dragoons, and the 
1st King's German Hussars, was order- 
ed to charge and eheck the advance of a 
body of French troops. It was gallantly 
attempted, though the charge failed, and 
the 23d was nearly cut to pieces. Ac- 
cording to the version of .\apier, "The 
ground upon which this brigade was in 
line was perfectly level, nor did any vis- 
ible obstructions appear between it and 
the French columns opposed. The grass 
was long, dry and waving, concealing 
the fatal chasm that intervened. One 
of (Jen. Vilattis's columns stood at some 
distance to the right of a building occu- 
pied by the light troops. These were 
directly in front of the 23d dragoons.— 
Another was formed rather to the rear, 
and more in 1'nnt of the German Hus- 
sars, on the left of the line. Such were 
the immediate objects of the charge. 

"For some time the brigade advanced 
at a rapid pace, without receiving any 
obstruction from the fire of the enemy. 
It was answered from the hill with the 
greatest enthusiasm; never was anything 
more exhilarating or more beautiful than 
the commencement of this advance. — 
Several lengths in front, consequently- 
more conspicuous, rode Col. Elley. — 
Thus placed, he, of course, first arrived 
at the brink of a ravine, which varying 
in width, extended along the whole front 
of the line. Going half-sped at the time, 
no alternative was left him. To have 
checked his horsa and giver, timely warn- 
ing, would have been impossible. With 
some dilliculty. he cleared it at a bound, 
and on gaining the opposite bank, en- 
deavored by gesture to warn the 88d of 
the dangerous ground they had to pass 
hut advancing with such velocity, the 
line was on the verge of the stream be- 
fore his signs could be either understood 
or attended to. Under any circumstan- 
ces, this must have been a serious occur- 
rence in a cavalry charge; but when it is 
considered that lour or five hundred 
dragoons were assailing two divisions of 
infantry, unbroken, and fully prepared 
for the onset, to have persevered at all 
was highly honorable to the regiment. 

"At 'his moment, the enemy, formed 
in squares, opened his tremendous fire. 
A change immediately took place. — 
Horses rolled on the earth; others were 
seen llying back, dragging their unhorsed 
riders with them; the German Hussars 
coolly reined up; the line of the 23d was 
broken. Still the regiment galloped for- 
ward. The confusion was increased; 
but no hesitation took place in the indi- 
viduals of this gallant corps. The sur- 
vives rushed forward with, if possible, 
" I accelerated speed, passing between the 
Hank of the square, now one blaze of 
fire, and the building on its left. 

"Still the remainder of the 23d, led on 
by Major Ponsonby, passing under this 
withering lire assailed and overthrew a 
regiment of chasseurs; and though at- 
tacked in turn by a squadron of West- 
phalian horse, and some Polish lancers, 
it cut its way through these, and riding 
past the intervals of the infantry, reach- 
ed the base of the mountain, where the 
Spanish corps of observation secured it. 
Its loss was awful. In an aflair which 
lasted but a few minutes, nine officers, 
twelve sergeant, two hundred rank and 
file, and two hundred and twenty-four 
horses were rendered iiors mi COMSAT." 

Maxwell remarks, "if there was an er- 
ror in the mode that charge was made, 
it arose from its fearless gallantry, under 
common circumstances its results would 
have been glorious." The very words 
may be applied by the historian of the 
campaign in the Crimea to the terrible 
sacrifile of brave men who rode to cer- 
tain destruction before the Russian guns 
at Balaklava.

This very naturally aroused 
the fire of the people, and about forty 
citizens paid Fee a visit. They imme- 
diately went to work, first catehing his 
horse, then bridling and saddling it, they 
put Fee's hat on his head, he having re- 
fused so to do, put him on his horse and

The machine is very simple ; it consists 
in a case two fe< t lon^ ami one foot wide,

The case contain * a simple and intieni ius 
mechanism, similar to that employed to 
yet an automaton in motion.

I>> mean-- of] 
tliis curious machine a man can no al- 
most as rapidly as a carrier-pigeon from] 
the J [otel dc Ville to the An tie Trtompbe 
de rEtoile, :n etghl minute--, and in half 
an hour to Versailles. The experiments, 
which will bo mad" in Poric, will ba on a 
small .-cale. and the llighti of Don Die- 
ga will notcvten l boyood tan teportmoal 
ot the Seine; but at a later period he 
proposes to po to Lyons. PnrdcaOT. Tou- 
louse, ofaraeiUro and Tours, and to take' 
the lines of railway. He pretends that . 
he can travel quicker than by rail. Tbi 
price of each machine will not exceed j 
IttttC for men, and l,000f. for women.! 
If the experiment succeeds, Don Diego 
will take out a patent and make the! 
sale of the machine a branch of com- 
merce.
